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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments do not overcome the 
prior art of record. 

The applicant argues that the valve of Kulle cannot withstand upstream negative pressures. This is not persuasive because the valve (40, 
48, Fig 2) of Kulle is a unidirectional valve. Unidirectional valves only allow flow to flow in one direction. Thus, Kulle is fully capable of 
withstanding upstream negative pressures because the unidirection valve only allows flow to flow downstream and not upstream. Thus, 
modifying Brinon with the unidirectional valve of Kulle does not destroy the functionality of Brinon because the unidirectional valve of Kulle 
is still fully capable of withstanding upstream negative pressures as desired by Brinion. The rejection is maintained. 

The application additionally argues that Brinon teaches away from using an external tube and since Kulle utilitizes an external tube one of 
ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated to combine Kulle and Brinon because Brinon teaches away from being used with external 
tube technologies such as Kulle. The argument is not persuasive. The test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary 
reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly 
suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to 
those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). In the instant case, the teaches of Kulle 
regarding the unidirectional valve are pertinant to the device of Brinon (see previous office action for motivation regarding 103(a) rejection). 
One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to combine the Brinon and Kulle references because both are pertanent to 
precise one-way fluid flow valves. The rejection is maintained. 
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
